Subject: Repealing of Executive Order No. 73-16 

Attached please find a copy of a proposed Executive Order 
repealing Executive Order No. 73-16 which established the 
Governor's Advisory Council on Political Status as you 
have requested orally. This proposed Executive Order re­
peals the Executive Order 73-16 but does not place the 
responsibility in any specified committee. Rather, it 
permits the Governor to assign the tasks as he sees fit. 
This type of internal committee function does not require 
an Executive Order t:o be effective. 
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
